Georgia's  School  System  Jessies

Sometimes  we  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that 
weaknesses  in  education  anywhere  are 
weaknesses  in  the  nation  as  a  whole. 
The  State  of  Georgia  already  has  its  edu- 
caional  weaknesses  and  apparently 
it  is  preparing  for  more. 


In  the  private  school  legislation  recent¬ 
ly.  sponsored  by  the  Griffin  Administra¬ 
tion  and  upheld  strongly  by  the  Georgia. 
Legislature,  we  wonder  if  careful  con¬ 
sideration  was  given  to  the  aspects  of  edu¬ 
cational  conditions  in  the  state.  It  is  quite 
evident  that  the  only  problem  considered 
was  that  of  segregation.  As  important  as 
this  is  to  some  citizens,  it  should  be  weigh¬ 
ed  carefully  against  "the  consequences 
of  abandoning  public  education. 


Education  in  this  state  should  be  fur¬ 
thered  to  its  fullest  capacity.  Our  schools 
must  be  staffed  with  efficient,  well-trained 
and  adequately-paid  teachers  and  pro-, 
vided  with  proper  equipment.  Students 
are  our  potential  national  and  state  lead¬ 
ers  diplomats,  business-men  and  scien¬ 
tists.  The  question  is,  "Can  the  private 
school  do  this?"  We  maintain  that  the 
public  school  is  our  greatest  assuiance 
of  these  leaders. 


Interposition  of  the  Supreme  Court  ac¬ 
tion  for  integration  in  our  schools  can 
eventually ‘result  only  in  confusion, -*and, 
■because  of  this,  our  children  may  suffer, 
a  great  irreparable  damage.  Our  public 
schools  are  strongholds  of  democracy  and 
citizenship.  They  were  planned  and  built 
over  a  long  period  of  time  through  hard 
work  cmd  great  cost  to  taxpayers. 


Is  it  wise  to  allow  one  man,  the  gover¬ 
nor,  the  power  to  close  public  schools  and 
make  grants  to  private  schools’ just  to 
carry  a  point  which  hers  been  magni¬ 
fied  by  tradition  and  prejudice  out  of  all 
proportion  to  its  real  educational  signifi¬ 
cance?  There  are  too  many  advantages^ 
public  schools  to  destroy  them  for  such 
hasty  and  ill-considered  reasons.

Freedom  Of  The  Press 


Are  we  losing  our  freedom  of  the  press?  Governor  Griffin's 
libel  bill  which  was  passed  by  the  Georgia  legislature  last 
week  indicates  an  alarming  trend  away  from  this  fundamental 
freedom. 


This  punitive  measure,  which 
was  passed  by  a  44  to  7  vote  in 
the  Senate  and  which  received 
144  votes  in  the  House,  is  aimed 
at  the  newspaper  •  corporations  in 
Georgia  who  do  not  go  along  with 
all  of  the  measures  which  the 
present  administration  sponsors. 

This  bill  gives  the  right  for  any 
person  or  persons  who  do  not  like 
what  is  written  about  them  in  the 
newspapers  to  sue  the  newspaper 
for  libel  if  the  newspaper  in  ques¬ 
tion  has  50  subscribers  in  10  coun¬ 


ties  in  the  state.  The  person  who  is 
injured  can  sue  the  newspaper  in 
their  county  without  going  to  the 
home  county  of  the  newspaper. 
This  looks  like  the  county  unit 
system  extended  to  embrace  the 
administration  of  “Justice.” 

It  is  our  belief  that  this  meas¬ 
ure  is  unnecessary  because  Geor¬ 
gia’s  libel  laws4already  afford  ade- 
quote  redres  to  people  who 
might  be  injured  by  an  irresponsi¬ 
ble  newspaper.

Y“  Book  Store  Contributes  To  World  Understanding

To  a  nineteen.-  year  -  old  In¬ 
donesian  girl  living  with  her  fam¬ 
ily  in  Djakarta  and  going  to  law 
school  there,  the  United  States  of 
of  America  seemed  very,  very  far 
away,  and  the  prospect  of  going 
there,  to  study  as  she  had  always 
dreamed,  the  remotest  possibility. 


But  it  was  with  this  very  dream 
in  her  heart  that  Sumatini  Kus- 
umadilaga  took  a  job  with  the  U. 
S.  Information  Service  in'  Djakar¬ 
ta,  hoping  that  *some  how,  some¬ 
where,  there  were  good  people 
who  would  make  her  dream  come 
true  and  that  through  the  Infor¬ 
mation  Service  she  might  find 
them.  Her  first  step  was  to  send 
an  application  to  the  Institute  of 
International  Education  in  New 
York,  and  then  —  only  to  wait. 

Tini  Kusumadilaga  had  never 
heard  of  Milledgeville,  Ga.,  or 
GSCW,  much  less  the  “Y”  or  the 
scholarship  it  gives  each  year  to 
a  foreign  student.  But,  all  of  a 
sudden,  here  she  was,  and  the  Y- 
Bookstore  was  her  Fairy  God¬ 
mother.  > 


Tini  is  only  one  of  the  many 
foreign  students  who  have  come 
to  our  campus  through  the  “Y.”  It 
was  not  long  after  World  War  II 
that  the  “Y”-Bookstore  first  came 
into  being,  and  its  original  and 
sole  purpose  is  the  aid  of  foreign 
students.  Some  of  the  first  to  re¬ 
ceive  the  scholarships  were  Jew¬ 
ish  students  under  acute  Hitlerite 
persecution  during  the  war. 


In  selecting  a  student  to  receive 
the  scholarship  each  year,  the  “Y” 
works  in  association  with  Institute 
of  International  Education  in  New 
York,  After  applying  for  a  stu¬ 
dent  from  a  specific  area,  the 
«Y”  is  sent  several  applications 
oP  young  women .  from \ that  area, 
and  the  final  selection  is  made  by, 
the  Y-Cabinet  with  the  aid/ of  Miss 
Izzy'  Rogers  and  Mr.  Mangiafico. 

Blanca  Diez,  one. of  our  former 
students  ,  and  an  English  major 
from  Cordoba,  Argentina,  went

from  GSCW  to  Mt.  Holyoke  on 
a  teaching  fellowship;  and  work¬ 
ing  now  with  the  Belgium  Em¬ 
bassy  in  Washington  is  Mimi  Her- 
furth,  who  came  from  Belgium  to 
study  social  science.  Had  it  not 
been  for  the  “Y”  and  the  books, 
Jessies  bought  and  sold  there, 
these  girls  and  all  the  others 
could  never  have  been  of  serv¬ 
ice  to  their  countries  and  ours  in 
the  work  they  are  doing.
